To the Honorable Senate and House of Representatives, 

The financial operations of the Commonwealth for the 
year 1892 have not involved the payment of any of the 
funded debt, nor the issuing of any new loans, although 
the sale of the Metropolitan Sewerage bonds has been con- 
tinued, as favorable offers were received, and a portion of 
the additional bonds of the '* State House Loan of 1901,'' 
to furnish money needed to pay for land taken under the 
authority of chapters 404 and 438 of the Acts of the year 
1892, have been issued. The year has been rather unfavor- 
able for the selling of 3 per cent, bonds, although the high 
character of Massachusetts financially, and the provision 
in her laws that all her funded liabilities shall be paid in 
gold, have enabled this department to dispose of a consider- 
able amount of three per cent.'s at a premium. 

The State Debt. 

The nominal funded indebtedness of the Commonwealth 
on the 31st of December, 1892, was $29,277,415.55. The 
actual funded indebtedness on that date, however, was only 
$23,876,415.55. The difference between the two amounts 
is the amount of the Metropolitan Sewerage Loan thus far 
issued ($4,421,000), and the Armory Loan ($980,000), 
these bonds not being properly a part of the State debt, 
since the interest and sinking fund requirements of both 
are annually taxed on the cities and towns benefited by the 
loans. To meet the indebtedness, as above stated, there 
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18 in the sinking funds $20,077,844.81. To clearly express 
these facts, I subjoin this tabular statement : —

As I have remarked above, none of the funded debt has 
matured during the past year. During the coming year 
(1893), however, $1,150,000 of the Troy & Greenfield Loan 
becomes due, and will be paid from the sinking fund estab- 
lished for that purpose. 

In 1894 the entire Bounty Fund Loan, amounting to 
$8,402,148.90, together with $900,000 of the Danvers 
Hospital Loan, and $300,000 of the Troy & Greenfield 
Loan, will mature, making a total amount of $9,602,148.90 
to be paid during that year. The several sinking funds are 
all in possession of securities which will be sufficient to meet 
the loans they are established to secure, but necessarily 
many of these securities run beyond the dates* of the 
maturity of the loans, and they will have to be disposed of, 
at some time, to furnisb the necessary funds. In order to 
prepare the work as far as practicable for my successor, and 
in order that the Commonwealth may secure the most advan- 
tageous sale of any of its securities which must be sold, I 
have obtained special authority of the Governor and Council 
to dispose of such securities as it may be deemed best to sell 
or exchange, at such times and in such amounts, as may be 
deemed for the best interests of the Commonwealth, making 
weekly report of all such transactions to the Governor and 
Council. The bond market, however, has ruled so low 
that very few transactions have as yet occurred, under 
this order, in the way of the sale or exchange of securi- 
ties. 
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Temporary Loans. 

The customary loans "in anticipation of revenue*' have 
been made, the rate in no case exceeding 3 per cent., and 
most of the loans being at 2| to 2| per cent., which has 
been a very advantageous rate, as interest has ruled during 
the year. 

The State House Construction Loan. 

The amount of this loan still remaining unexpended is 
$1,243,753.45, and it is either invested in short-time loans 
or deposited in the approved State depositaries, available 
when needed. 

Metropolitan Sewerage Loan. 

Up to Dec. 31, 1891, there had been sold, of the five 
million dollars' worth of the bonds authorized for this loan, 
$3,368,000. During the year the following additional bonds 
have been sold : —

There are at this date $579,000 of the bonds unsold. The 
price received this year has been somewhat less than for 
those previously sold, but still a premium has been obtained, 
so that the rate of interest to be paid by the jsities and 
towns taxed therefor is within 3 per cent. During th§ year 
there has been expended of the loan, under the direction of 
the codlmissioners, the amount of $1,209,890.43. This 
added to previous expenditures makes the total amount ex- 
pended so far $2,709,142.65, leaving cash on hand and bonds 
not issued to the amount of $2,290,857.35. The premium 
on bonds sold and the income of the loan unexpended are de- 
voted to payment of interest on the bonds, so. that it has not 
been necessary, as yet, to assess any of the cities and towns 
for the interest account, while a considerable sum will still 
be accumulated from premium and earnings to meet the 
interest. 
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As the sinking fund provided for by the act could not be 
established until the action of the commissioners appointed 
to determine the proportion of the sinking fund and interest 
requirements to be paid by the several cities and towns had 
made their report, arid that report had been approved by 
the court, no assessments were possible until the present 
year. And, as two years of the first decade, during which 
one eightieth of the loan was to be met annually by the sink- 
ing fund, had passed, it was an open question whether three ^^ 
of the ten payments should be assessed this year, or whether ^p 
a new calculation should be made, and the whole amount for 
the first decade should be divided into eight equal payments, 
for the remaining .eight years. After consultation with the 
several city and town treasurers, the latter course was 
adopted, and one-eighth of the amount required for the first 
ten-year period has been assessed and collected from the 
several cities and towns in the two systems and put into the 
sinking fund. The details will be found elsewhere. 

The Armory Loan. 

There have l^eeri issued during the year, under the au- 
thority of chapter 384 of the Acts of 18tt8, bonds to the 
amount of $95,000, — $90,000 for the city of Lawrence, and 
$5,000 additional for the city of Fitchburg, — which makes 
the Armory Loan aggregate, at this date, $980,000. The 
interest and sinking fund requirements are assessed on the 
cities and towns where the armories built under this act are 
located, and the loan is no proper part of the debt of the 
Commonwealth. 

The School Fund. • 

There has been no addition to the School Fund during the 
past year. It now aggregates $3,665,761.88. There is per- 
haps no further necessity for an increase for the benefit of 
the moiety of the income distributed among the towns ; but, 
if the fund could be advanced to a round $4,000,000, the 
increase would render it unnecessary to appropriate from 
revenue so much money for educational expenses as is now 
called for, and by so much lessen the annual draft upon the 
treasury. The new method of distribution, as provided by 
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chapter 177 of the Acts of 1891, which has been made this 
year for the first time, seems to work satisfactorily ; and, 
while it adds to the amount that the smaller towns may 
receive, the increase is made to depend in part on liberality 
in local appropriations for school purposes. There is, how- 
ever, one thing needed in this connection. The act referred 
to requires the apportionment of the income to be based 
upon *nhe last preceding assessors' valuation," and also 
upon the proportion which the public school tax of each 
town bears to the whole tax raised. The '' last preceding 
assessors' valuation" is annually furnished by law to the 
Secretary of the Commonwealth, and is obtainable from that 
department. There is, however, no requirement that the 
amount of school tax shall be returned, and consequently, 
while the '' last preceding valuation " now attainable for this 
distribution for 1893 is that of 1892, the last available return 
of amount of school tax is that of 1891. Accordingly the 
distribution must necessarily be made on the '* valuation " of 
1891. The law should provide that the assessors should 
add to their returns, under chapter 11 of the Public Statutes, 
the whole tax assessed, and also the tax assessed for public 
schools. 

As securities in the fund bearing a high rate of interest 
mature, and the proceeds are reinvested, it is of course im- 
possible to find new securities except at a less rate, and so 
the income of the fund must decrease for some time to come. 
The act of 1890, chapter 335, which provides for the pay- 
ment from revenue of premium on securities purchased for 
the School Fund, has been followed, to the advantage of the 
fund ; but, as the money now remaining to be invested is 
comparatively small, only an insignificant amount will be 
taken from revenue hereafter for this purpose. 

The Sinking Funds. 

There is little to be said, concerning the several sinking 
funds, which has not already been said. In addition to the 
remarks made heretofore about the necessity for disposing 
of some of the long-time securities in the several funds, 
either by sale or by exchange for short-time securities, it 
may be added that the one element of uncertainty in these 
funds exists in connection with the $5,000,000 of Fitchburg

Railroad bonds which were taken in payment for the Hoosac 
Tunnel and Troy & Greenfield Railroad, and which are held 
by the several sinking funds and the School Fund. These 
bonds were issued Feb. 1, 1887, and were to run fifty years, 
bearing interest the first five years at 3 per cent., the second 
five years at 3^ per cent., and the rest of the time at 4 per 
cent. These bonds are now held by the following funds : — 

Massachusetts School Fund, 1 1.000,000 

Bounty Loan Sinking Fund, 1,000,000 

Troy & Greenfield Railroad Loan Sinking Fund, . 2,500,000 

Boston, Hartford & Erie Loan Sinking Fund, . 500,000 

Total, 15,000,000 

As they will bear interest only at the rate of 3 J per cent, 
for four years to come, they will probably not be salable at 
par within that time, although they stand at par in the funds. 
The Bounty Fund matures in 1894, and the Fitchburg bonds 
held by it will either have to be sold outside, or to some 
other fund. The bonds now in the School Fund can remain 
indefinitely. Those held by the Hartford & Erie fund need 
not be considered at present, as that loan does not mature 
until 1900. Nearly all the Troy & Greenfield loan matures 
on or before July, 1895, and the $2,500,000 in that fund 
will have to be turned into cash in some way. 

I am not prepared, aa yet, to recommend any specific 
course of action concerning these bonds ; but it may be 
necessary to do something during the present session, and 
I commend the matter to the attention of the General Court 
for consideration, and for such action as will meet the exi- 
gency. The Fitchbui;g bonds will undoubtedly bring par 
or better when they have become 4 per cent.'s, and it will, in 
my judgment, be wise for the Commonwealth to retain them 
at least until that time. 

Trust Deposits. 
The statistical portion of this report will show that, not- 
withstanding the collapse of so many of the so-called endow- 
ment orders, and a consequent reduction in the number of 
deposits, the aggregate amount of trust deposits is some- 
what larger than it was a year ago. The total amount Dec. 
31, 1891, was $4,954,143.05, while at this date it is $4,964,- 
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507.17. Th« labor involved in the care of these deposits 
during the year has been very large, and the detail is rouch 
greater than is generally supposed. Of the endowment 
orders some twenty are in the hands of receivers, yet most 
of the deposits remain in this department. The increased 
labor has been due to the withdrawal of some of the deposits 
by receivers, or otherwise, necessitating a large amount of 
book-keeping and other clerical work. 

The most annoying and perplexing of the cares in connec- 
tion with these trust deposits is found in the management of 
mortgages, which form one of the classes of investments 
allowed by law. These mortgages are not only the most 
cumbrous but the least safe investments allowed, since it is 
impossible for this department to look up the property in 
each case, and be assured of its value as a security for the 
amount for which it is pledged. The best that I have found 
it possible to do has been to require the affidavit of the in- 
vesting authority, whoever that may be, as to the amount 
for which the property is locally assessed, and also that in 
the judgment of said investing authority it is a valid and suffi- 
cient security for the amount of the loan. When the mort- 
gage is received there is a vast amount of detail in accepting 
payments by instalment, in collecting the interest, in keep- 
ing insurance alive, and, as most of the mortgages are for 
short periods, the necessity for exchange or for release, and 
for reinvestment, make much work and often cause much 
difficulty. I recommend a change in the law so that it shall 
prohibit the investment of any part of the fund of any cor- 
poration which has to be deposited in trust in this depart- 
ment in real-estate mortgages, or <Mn loans upon the note 
or notes of any citizen of this Commonwealth, secured by 
pledge "of certain collateral. There is an ample range of 
satisfactory securities within the list now allowed by law, 
without these two classes. 

I would also recommend that the treasurer be authorized 
to accept money (including certificates of deposit or certified 
cheofcs on any of the approved State depositaries) as a part 
of the deposit for such corporations as are required by law 
to make deposits in trust, the same to be held in trust with- 
out interest until the same may reasonably be invested in a 
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proper legal security. I make this suggestion, because it 
has been held by the Attorney-General that money is not 
one of the investments authorized by law, and because it is 
sometimes impossible, with due regard to the interests of 
the corporation, to invest the money immediately. 

Collateral Legacy and Succession Tax. 

If this law (chapter 425, Acts 1891) is to remain on the 
statute book, it should be essentially changed. 

There is a decided indisposition in the probate courts to 
initiate the proceedings necessary to enable the treasurer 
to know what taxable estates have appeared in said courts, 
and the law is clear only as to the duty of such courts to 
file inventories of such estates in this department. It seems 
to me that, as all estates come into the probate courts, and 
as the probate courts under the act have jurisdiction as to 
all questions arising under the operation of the law, the 
probate courts should have the original determination of 
the tax to be paid on each estate, and should certify the 
same to this department for collection, which should be the 
only function of this department under the law. 

The only other taxes now assessed by this department, 
under the laws, are those on the several cities and towns to 
meet interest and sinking fund requirements under the acts 
establishing the Metropolitan Sewerage and Armory Loans. 
These taxes naturally belong in this department. But all 
other taxes are assessed by other authority, and are only 
collectible by this department. In the case of the succession 
taxes referred to, all the information there is must be found 
in the probate courts, and whatever is required that is not 
now furnished by those courts can be more readily obtained 
by them than by anybody else. 

I therefore recommend that the law be so amended as to 
require executors, administrators and trustees of estates to ^^ 

furnish to the probate court in which such estate is settled iL 

all the information needed for determining whether the 
estate, or any part of it, is taxable, and if so, how much ; 
and providing that the probate couii;s shall in each case 
certify to this department what taxes are due and payable, 
that the same may be collected. 

There are numerous questions constantly arising as to the 
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legal construction of the provisions of the act, which would 
more properly come before the probate courts, and which I 
need not now discuss. They may, or may not, require some 
modification of the law. 

Up to this date, the total amount paid into the treasury 
under this act is $13,854.54. Very many of these payments 
have been made under protest, in the apparent expectation 
that the law may be repealed. Many payments have 
undoubtedly been delayed, in the same expectation. But, 
as the two years within which most of the estates which 
earliest came under the operation of the law must be settled 
has nearly expired, there should soon be a considerable 
number of payments, and there will naturally come a great 
variety and number of questions to be determined by some- 
body. Whatever action, therefore, is taken in regard to the 
law, should be taken at an early date. 

Weights and Measures. 

I desire to call attention to the annual report of the 

Deputy Sealer of Weights and Measures. Every special 

call for his service has been promptly answered, and, as the 

list of places visited by him shows, there has been good 

progress in covering the whole State. The new law seems 

to work admirably, and I am sure the weights and measures 

of the several cities and towns were never in better 

condition. 

Miscellaneous. 

Miss Elizabeth P. Simmons, fund clerk, who had been 
connected with this department (including service under the 
Deputy Tax Commissioner, when that oflSce was under this 
department) for twenty-one years, resigned her position on 
the first of June. Miss Simmons was one of the most 
efiScient and faithful of the associates of the present treas- 
urer, and all previous incumbents of the oflSce with whom 
she served 1 know would join me in her praise. Her resig- 
nation was much regretted by all in the department.
